P erhaps the average tax. 

payer docs not dismay very much iiilciesi 
in his country's tmde.

Lnltit returns froQ^ d>e Dominion Bureau

The amount of our purchases from the United 
Kingdom wen $69,430,693, as compared with

Total exports during the nine mondit %verc 
valued at $685,161,023. as compared with 
$563,1 75,167 in tha previous year and $540,- 
859,166 two years ago. Exports to the United 
Kingdom were valued at $264,069,686 as 
against $196.132.122 and $206.092.500; ex¬ 
ports to the United Statgs were $275,672,996 
ns against $254,361,857 and $215,431,114 
two yenrs ngo. 

The mo«t important thing about the United 
States total' figure is that, for the. first time 
since 1872, there it now a favorable balance 
of trade between Canada and our neighbor. 

The fact that Canada hat put herself in 
the black as far as the intarnatioaal fiscal ledger 
is concerned it very much to the good. But we 
shall havt to get down to the hmdamental, in¬ 
exorable, acoDoroic law which meant that to 
aell there must be the corretpondmg capacity 
and svillingnest to buy. Therefore, while for 
the first time since a-few years after Confed- 
cratipii there is a favorable balance—in dollars 
and cents—witb our neighbor, we will be called 
upon, by the same inexorable economic law.

A fter his e;uropean mission 

which look him to Geneva as head of 
iht Canadikn delegation lo the meeting of the 
AiMinhIy of the League of Nitmis, Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King is back in Canada, 
with, by tha way, the pleasing announcement 
that His Majesty Kbit Edward Vlfl hopes 
to visil tha Dominkm after the coronation cere¬ 
monial neat year. 

Mr. King explained W interviewer* today 
that Canada mi mark no commitments in llw 
matter of empire difenca, bsil that., while in 
Lxmdon, he had discussad the problem of d^ 
fence from the standpoint of world interests. 
When the Prime Minister next meets Perlie- 
meot. of course, he will present to the elected 
repremtativet of the people a composite report 
on hit mission, together with his own ptrsoaal 
symposium. 

It IS interesting to note that Mr. King found 
in Europe a .tendency to which he cmild heartily 
subscribe—"an apparent move swBy“froiinKS 
nomk nationalism and a growing belief that 
the best way to peace amoitg nations was by 
nwant of freer mtercoune." The Prime Mm- 
itler found, indeed, that there actually was a|v 
paretil a vdetire lo lower tariff barriers and 
gradually lo get rid of the various 
restrictions.

Whether or not the name "Dixie .*• 
as applied (o the south today, was 
derived from the kind hearted nortMH 
em alavc-owaer of that name u dif¬ 
ficult to ascertain, but it has been 
conclusively proilen that hs had a 
plantation on Manhattan Island In 
the late eighteenth century known to 
his negroes as "iHxle Land" long be¬ 
fore ths south was called "Dixie " 

Dixie was forced to sand bis slaves 
south St the oucbreek of snU-slavery 


sentiment tn the north. It seems 
quite plausible that tbess negroes 
might have lauded thstr one-Lii.e 
’'slave-hesvcn** on Manhattan Island 
to their fellows tn ths south. Thence 
through the strange evolution which 
changes words and expressions. It Is 
easily poMlbte that It was thus ••Dixie¬ 
land" came to apply to tbs south 
rtself. 

Other versions of the name denvs- 
tion confllcL however, it is believed 
by some sutWltles that "Dixie" was 
s corruption of the name for the 
dividing boundary betwsezrihe north 
ancL^the south, the Mason-Olxoo line.
